Mexico City. September 3-—That 
General Huerta intends to quit the 
Presidency in favor of General Ge- 
ronimo Trevino and become a candi- 
date at the October election is the 
statement made tonight by a well 
known Mexican close to the adminis- 
tration. 

Trevino on Way to Capital. 

General Trevino is making his way 
to the capital and little effort has 
been made to disguise the fact that 
he has been officially summoned. Just 
how the contemplated succession is to 
be brought about has not been dis- 
closed. 

There are persistent rumors of !m- 
pending changes in the cabinet, and 
{t is sald that General Trevino Is to 
be made minister of foreign refations 
In order legally to succeed to the pres- 
idency. He was reported to be at 
Tampico last night and is expected to 
reach Mexico City tomorrow. 

American Exodus at End. 

The American exodus appears to be 
practically at an end. Only a small 
percentage of the American residents 
of the capital have left. Consul Gen- 
eral Shanklin has been advised that 
the Mexican steamship Tamaul!pas 
will leave Vera Cruz Sunday for New 
Orleans, carrying a number of Ameri- 
cans in the first and second cabins. 
Consul Canada at Vera Cruz has been 
authorized to pay $25 in gold in be- 
half of each passenger. The first-class 
passage is $50 and second class $30. 


PARLEYS IN PROGRESS 
WASHINGTON REPORTS 


Washington, September 3.—Adminis- 
tration officials declared late tonight 
that both Nelson O'Shaughnessy, charge 
d'affaires of the American embassy at 
Mexico City, and John Lind, President 
Wiison's personal envoy at Vera Cruz, 
were in frequent communication with 


officials of the Huerta government 


concerning a new basis for negotla- 


tions thrveugh which it was hoped to 


bring about peace in Mexico. 
A message from Mr. O'Shaughnessy 
reached President Wilson today and 


while its contents were not disclosed 


it was said to be indicative cf impor- 
tant developments in the next few 


days. 
New Basis for the Parieys. 


The new basis for the parleys, most 


of which are being carried on orally, 
contemplates certain questions as 
having been definitely disposed of. The 


Washington government considers that 
{t has made itself quite clear that it 


cannot, under any circu: stances, rec- 


ognize the Huerta government and 
does not expect any further demands 


along that line. : 

The administration, moreover, 
though hoping for a positive assur- 
ance that Huerta will not be a can- 
didate in the approaching elections, 


is Inclined to accept on its face value 
the assertions of Frederico Gamboa, 
Mexican minister of foreign affairs, In 
his two notes to Mr. Lind, that Huerta 
is ineligible for re-election as meaning 
his elimination from tre presidential 
race. Washington officials think an 
emicable understanding on this polnt 


undoubtedly will be reached 


With these fundamentals settled, it 


is understood that further negotla- 
tions by Messrs. O'Shaughnessy and 
Lind would look to the establish- 


ment of an effective armistice and 
the holding of a falr and free elec- 


tion. 
Huerta Could Evade Prohibition. 


By some diplomats, and among th. 


constitutionalists here, the view {s 
held, however, that the constitu.ional 
prohibition against Huerta’s candidacy 
would easily be evaded by his resigna- 
tion in favor of another provisional 
president some time before the elec- 


tion.

Prison Commission Will Es-: 
tablish Three Grades, Low-. 
est Only Wearing Regula- 
tion Uniform.

Following the example of the United 
States government, the prison com- 
mission of Georgia is going to take 
all but the lowest grade of convicts 
out of stripes. There have been a- 
number of conferences of the commis- 
sion on the subject and the decision: 
reached yesterday will be formally 
announced today. 

Hereafter there will be three grades | 
of convicts in the penitentiary ac- | 
cording to conduct. The uniform | 
worn by the prisoner will establish) 
his grade whether of first, second or| 
third. Only the lowest grade will 
wear stripes, The others will wear) 
uniforms distinguishing their Srade | 
prescribed by the prison commission, 

Patterson Discusses Change. 

Discussing the change which had | 
been ordered by the commission, | 
Judge Patterson, one of the commis- 
sion, said; 

“The prison commission has been} 
working for some time to evolve a 
satisfactory plan that will preserve 


Norris admitted today in the trial of 


a distinctive uniform for prisoners 
and yet will offer some hope to tha 
Prisoner who, by his good conduct, 
shows a disposition to reform. We 
believe that we have found a solution 
that will work well. 

“We are going to establish three 
grades of prison uniform according to 
the conduct of the prisoner and his 
period of service. The lowest will be 
the stripes now worn by all. When 
a prisoner is first sentenced he will 
be placed in the ordinary stripe uni- 
form, Then it is up to him to win 
the right to wear either one of the 
others according to his conduct while 
Rerving his term. The commission will

“One of the principal results which 
we expect to gain by the new rule is 
in the matter of escapes. I believe 
that the number of escaped convicts 
will be greatly reduced when we open 
the door of hope to those who conduct 
themselves well. When a prisoner 
finds that he will have more to gain 
ly law-abiding and obedient conduct in 
the penitentiary than he can possibly 
gain by trying to get away, he will 
try harder te win his release by good 
conduct than by escaping and taking 
the chances of being caught and put 


back in a far worse state than his 
first one was.”

On Second Ballot Georgian 


Loses Bar Association 
Presidency by One Vote. 
Meldrim to Win Next Year. 


Montreal, Quebec, September 3.— 
(Special,)—Ex-President William H. 
Taft was elected president of the 
American Bar association this after- 
noon at the close of the annual session, 
defeating General P, W. Meldrim, of 
Savannah, Ga. by one vote on the 
second ballot. : 

It had been generally understood 
that General Meldrim would be chosen 
President, but the nomination of for- 
mer President Taft complicated mat- 
ters 

First Ballot a Tie. 

On the first ballot, which was by 
States, Taft and Meldrim tied. On the 
second ballot one vote changed to Mr. 
Taft and General Meldrim was de- 
feated. 

The general feeling among memLers 
of the bar association igs that General 
Meldrim will be unanimously chosen to 
head the association next yeqr, Gen- 
eral] Meldrim is very popular with 
members of the association and they 
are determined to elect him as Mr. 
Taft's successor. 

General Meldrim has done much for 
the association and there is a general 
desire to see him elected president.

Secretary, George Whitelock, Balti- 
more; treasurer, Frederick E. Wad- 
ham, Albany, N. Y.

Speech by Tait. 

Mr. Taft was the chief speaker this 
afternoon at a joint session of the sec- 
tion of legal education and the Associ- 
ation of American Law schools. 

Mr. Taft in his address made a 
strong plea for broader and more com- 
prehensive standards for admission to 
the bar. He denounced the practice 
of law solely as a means of livelihood 
apart from social and community as- 
pects of the profession. 

Papers were read at the bar assccia- 
tion symposium by William C, Hook, 
of Kansas, judge of the faderal circult 
court of appeals; Judge Charles Burke, 
of the Maryland court of appeals, and 
William A. Blount, of Pensacola, Fla. 
Judge Hook urged brevity and sim- 
plicity, saying: 

“It Is a common remark that the 
ablest lawyers draft the most concise 
pleadings, submit the briefest briefs 
and make the shortest arguments.” 

Legal Procedure and Social Unrest. 

Judge Burke’s subject was “Legal 
Procedure and Social Unrest,” The 
struggle between capital and labor, he 
urged, was responsible for new condi- 
tions calling for new laws to govern 
them. 

“But no matter what statutes may 
be enacted with respect to legal pro- 
cedure, if counsel are not diligent in 
the preparation of the case for trial, 
or if one side or the other is Lent 
upon delay, it is difficult for the judge 
to do much,” Judge Burke sald. 

Mr. Blount declared that the task of 
remodeling pleading and practice de- 
volved upon the “progressive conserva- 
tives” of the profession, 

"The goal,” he said, “is justice, and 
this in larga part, inexpensively ob- 
tained.” s 

Criminal Law and Criminology. 

The association after electing officers 
adjourned its business sessions pre- 
paratory to the last event of the con- 
vention, the banquet tonight. 

The members-immediately went into 
joint meeting with the American Insti- 
tute of Criminal Law and Crim{nology, 
which called its fifth annual conven- 
tion to conclude with an informal din- 
ner tomorrow night. 

Orrin N. Carter, supreme court jus- 
tice of Illinois, the institute's president, 
discussed problems of criminal law and 
criminology which need scientific study 
and investigation, he said, since a gen- 
eral spirit of unrest and criticism ex- 
ists. 

Justice Carter, in defense of the 
cCurts, said the matters for which they 
are often criticised are the faults of 
legislative enactment. 7

Joseph Thacker and family, of Eloro, 
have gone to Mexico City and will 
proceed thence to the coast. The 
board has heard nothing from the 
missionaries at Guadalajara, Torreoft 
and Mazatlan. Uneasiness is felt for 
those at Torreon, as there has been 
fighting there. It {is feared that 
some accidental injury may have be- 
fallen them. 

The Southern Presbyterian commit- 
tee has instructed its representatives 
to send the women and children across 
the border and use discretion as to 
remaining. 


TWO AMERICANS HELD

Eagle Pass, Texas, September 3.—

The trip afforded no more thrills than 
the Knowledge of a raid on a property 
a few miles from the plantation on 
the same night they spent there, in 
which bandits killed the man in 
charge, appropriating 2,000 pesos, and 
the sight of the body of an executed 
rebel on the porch of a building along- 
side the railway.

of twenty scientists, the Thompson- 
McFadden Pellagra commission still is 
ignorant of the cause of the disease 
This was announced today by Dr. Ward 
J. McNeal, of the New York Post- 
Graduate hospital, a member of the 
commission, at a conference here of 
southern physicians. 

Nearly two hundred physicians, stu- 
dents of the disease, were here for 
the conference. They came from near- 
ly every southern state. 

Sammary of Findings. 

Dr. McNeal summarized the commis- 
sion’s findings thus: 

“First, the supposition that the in- 
gestion of good or spoiled maize is the 
essential cause of pellagra is not aup- 
Ported by our study. 

“Second, pellagra is in all probability 
@ Specific infectious disease communi- 
cable by meang at present unknown. 

“Third; we have discovered no evi- 
dence incriminati Luffalo ghats in 
the causation of pellagra. If it ts dis- 
tributed by a blood-sucking insect, the 
stable fly would appear to be the most 
probable carrier. 

“Fourth; we are inclined to regard 
Intimate association in the household 
and the contamination of food with the 
excretions of pellagrins as possible 
modes of distribution of the disease. 

“Five; mo specific cause of peHagra 
has been recognized,” 

Although none of the assembled phy- 
sicians was able to suggest a specific 
remedy for the disease, Dr. C. H. 
Lavinder, of the public health service, 
Savannah, Ga., declared: 

“If you remove a pellagrin in the 
early stages of the disease from the 
endemic locality of the disease, put 
him in better surroundings and give 
him plenty of good, nourishing food, 
regardless of treatment he will get 
well and stay well. In view of the 
nigh mortality of pellagra and the 
pessimistic feeling in regard to it this 
should be a comforting thought to us. 
It should also be comforting that pel- 
lagra is not directly transmissible from 


one person to another.” 
Insect Theory Dissemination. 


Dr. Louis W. Sambon, head of the 
School of Tropical medicine, London, 
also spoke 

Dr. Sambon, who is chief exponent 
of the insect theory of dissemination, 
declared that pellagra is rapidly be- 
coming a subject of world-wide con- 
cern. Fifty-three cases, he said, nad 
been discovered in the British Isles. 
Hundreds of others, he added, probably 
existed, but had been unidentified be- 
cause of the general ignorance of 
physicians in regard to the disease. 

Although extensive research work 
had convinced him, Dr. Sambon sald, 
that pellagra is transmitted by an in- 
sect, he had reached no definite con- 
clusion as to the identity of the trans- 
He suggested that the 
Buffalo gnat seeméd a likely suspect, 
drawing his inference from the fact 
that the disease spreads most rapidly 
along flowing streams.

DEPOSITS FOR CROPS 


Allege That Treasury Plan Will 
“Benefit the Speculators and 
Not Producers. 


Salina, Kan., September 3.—The Plan 
of the treasury department for placing 
money in various banks to aid: in mov- 
ing crops was criticised severely at 
today’s session of the national conven- 
tion of the Farmerc’ union and the 
convention adopted a report of the 
legislative ccmmittee which declared 
“it could not see a single benefit in 
the crop aid plan.” 

The report declared the result of the 
plan would be that money would not 
be loaned to the farmer to enable him 
to market his crop gradually to meet 
demands of trade, but would put more 
money into the hands cf speculators 
to buy crops from farmers forced to 
sell because they could not get money.” 

The administration currency bill also 
was criticised on the ground that it 
would force farmers to sell at har- 
vest time and that speculation would 
follew. 

The convention adopted resolutions 
asking congress not “to alow further 
appropriations for bulletin service 
which nobody reads,” but to give more 
“appropriations for farmers’ interests.” 

A resolution urging a national mar- 
keting bureau was adopted.

Game Commissioner Jesse E. Mercer 
returned from his trip to Washington ! 
yesterday completely successful in the’ 
results which he went to obtain. 

As the house tariff bill was original- | 
ly drawn, there was a clause prohib-. 
iting the importation of bird feathers | 
for millinery uses. In the senate this| 
Clause was stricken by the sub-com- 
mittee, of which Senator Hoke Smith 
was chairman. It was argued that 
the prohibition would be destructive 
of American birds rather than other- 
wise, 

The Audubon society did not take 
this view of the matter, however, and’ 
nelther did Mr. Mercer. They fore- | 
saw that any milliner caught with | 
feathers or other parts of birds in| 
his possession could easily claim that | 
such;feathers were imported and it 
would be difficult to show that they ; 
were not. The only protection that 
could be afforded to American birds 
would be in the elimination of feath- 
ers from the market entirely. 


Prohibitive Clause Re-Instated. | 


Mr. Mercer went to Washington and 
had a conference with Senator Smith 
and other senators on thé subject. He 
succeeded in convincing them entire- 
ly that he was right. Since his re- 
turn Mr. Mercer received_a@ telegram | 
from Senator Smith to the effect that | 
the prohibitive clause had been rein-|

Where a railroad slaughters passengers,_ 
as does this one, so indiscriminately, there 
must be something fundamentally at fault.

Are the various state and federal com- 
missions to confess themselves helpless in 
the premises? 


NO OSTRICH HEAD POLICY. 


Judge John T. Pendleton, a sturdy and 
conservative jufist, is forcetul enough to 
recognize menace when he sees it, and 
sensible enough to know that it is suicidal 
folly to pursue an ostrich-head-in-the-sand 
policy. 

These qualities spoke in his recent 
charge to the new grand jury. Pistol-toting 
and general lawlessness in Fulton county 
came in for one of the worst blisterings 
ever handed it from the bench in Georgia. 

Judge Pendleton could have, conven- 
iently, as have others, proclaimed ‘Peace! 
peace! when there is no peace!" He could 
have proclaimed Fulton and Atlanta the 
headquarters for virtue and enforcement 
of law. 

But he rejected this easy compromise 
with conscience and denounced the pistol- 
toting habit responsible for so many mur. 
ders, and the general trend toward violence 
that has characterized recent developments 
in this community, 

Judge Pendleton’s attitude is’ the one 
that must be adopted by the county author. 
ities, by the police department and by the 
general citizenry of Atlanta. It would, in- 
deed, be pleasant to deny that we are In- 
fested with sluggers, with thugs and with 
second-story men. It would be soothing to 
agree that criminals are run down and pun- 
ished with mathematical regularity, 

The Constitution has confidence in the 
courts, the police and the authorities gen- 
erally of the city and county.

The law or the outlaw? We are near 
enough to an ugly answering of that ques- 
tion now. We need imperatively to fore 
stall further progress, crab-wise, backward. 
Judge Pendleton has pointed the way. 


THE STATE TRADE BOARD. 


What will probably be the most impor- 
tant. meeting yet held of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce will be held in 
Macon on September 16. It is planned by 
the executive committee, of which Charles 
J. Haden, of Atlanta, is chairman, to hold 
then a general conference between repre 
sentatives of the commercial, manufactur. 
ing and agricultural interests of the state. 

The principle. of co-ordination behind 
the state trade board is the principle that 
explains the phenomenal success of the 
western states in their many-sided expan- 
sion. Georgia has heretofore grown mar- 
velously, it is true. But because of absence 
of co-operation, because of lack of a cleag- 
ing house of intelligence and an organized 
opportunities

ODDS AND ENDS OF 
' GEORGIANA.

-Up in Michigan the other day I was read- 
ing an account of the progress of the lum- 
ber industry in this country. Among other 


curious facts stated by 
the author was one to 
‘the effect that the in- 
dustry really became a 


great productive factor 
when a Mr. Cox, of 
Georgia, invented the 
circular saw, which ts 
80 great and indispensa- 
ble an instrument in 
fashioning the lumber 
of trade. That was a 
“new one” on me, and 
I presume will be to a 
great- number of our 
readers. Cox invented 
and patented his saw In 
1795, and it remains to 
this day practically as 
he originally designed 
a it, after experimenting 
with a tin serrated disk operated with a 
string looped through two holes near the 
center, and after comparing his device with 
the shredding wheels in Eli Whitney’s re- 
cently-constructed cotton gin. The value 
of the circular saw in all forms of the 


lumber trade of the world is immense, as 
we all know.

Speaking of things circular recalls an- 
other curious fact—that the first amusement 
wheel of the fashion now known as the 
“Ferris Wheel" was built and used in At- 
lanta years before the civil war. 

In those days there was an Italian, whose 
peculiar name I cannot recall, who dealt in 
confections and ice cream for the sweet- 
toothed Atlantese. In the summer time he 
set up a refreshment booth at the old Wal- 
ton Spring, which then was the popular 
afternoon resort for the weary and the hot- 
coppered citizens of all degrees. This Ital- 
fan constructed his wheel of wood and iron, 
with revolving seats, exactly as the modern 
Ferris affairs are made. His motive power, 
a big band wheel, was worked by a stout 
Negro man, sometimes by two men, and the 
machine was a great favorite with the young 
folks, who paid “a thrip” for a ride. Inci- 
dentally the machine also turned the ice 
cream freezer and Kept the good stuff frozen 
solid for all comers. With the coming of 
the war the son of Italy vanished, and the 
wheel fell into innocuous desuetude and soon 
vanished also—to reappear in its modern 
form at the World's Fair in Chicago in 1893. 

Then again, mentioning a world’s fair 
brings to mind that the first American wom- 
an, so far as I know, who. was regularly 
appointed as a government commissioner to 
a world’s exposition, was a Georgia-bred 
lady. She was the famous literary star, 
Madame Octavia Walton LeVert, grand- 
daughter of George Walton, a signer for 
Georgta of the Declaration of Independence, 
and subsequently governor of the state and 
a United States senator for a brief term, 
and after whom Walton county was named. 

Madame LeVert was. in 1855, living with 
her mother in Mobile, Ala. The governor of 
that state had been Invited to name a com- 
missioner to the World's Industrial Exposi- 
tion in Paris, set up by Napoleon III, who 
had become emperor in 1853, and thus de- 
signed to celebrate his accession to the 
throne of France. Not having an appropria- 
tion to pay such a commissioner, the gov- 
ernor gallantly tendered the honor to 
Madame LeVert, who was already well- 
known in European literary and diplomatic 
circles. She accepted the mission, and her 
report upon her observations at the exposi- 
tion was graphic and illuminating. 

In her letters home from Paris she men- 
tions the courtly services rendered her there 
by ex-President Fillmore, then visiting 
abroad, and especially the attentions ac- 
corded by the late General Henry R. Jack- 
son, who was then our American minister 
to Austria. Those letters by Madame Le- 
Vert are well worth reading, even in this 


day.

THE FRENCH “MARSEILLAISE.” 


Who composed the popular French na- 
tional hymn, “La Marselllaise”’ Its compo- 
sition is generally credited to Rouget de 
Lisle, a captain of engineers of the French 
army. Grove, in his “Dictlonary of Music 
and Musicians,” supposed to be an authority 
on music, states he was the author of both 
words and music, and ‘that the hymn was 
written In a fit of enthusiasm during the 
night of April 24, 1792, and was given a pri- 
vate hearing the following day and was 
played at a review on the 29th. 

This statement has been questioned by 
various persons who asserted they knew 
whereof they were writing. Karl Blina, in 
an article in the “Nineteenth Century” maga- 
zine of a dozen years ago, says that the 
music was made in Germany, being a part 
of a mass composed In 1778 by Haltzmann, 
the Kapellmeister of the Elector of the 
Palatinate. ; 

Blind was called to account for this state- 
ment, but he | ease himself by stating 
that there were a number of French writ- 
ers who have shown that Rouget de Lisle 
can scarcely be called the composer of the 
tune, and besides that not all the words are 
original with him. He also brings to the 
Support of his claim an Icelandic scholar, 
Gudbrand Vigtusson, who showed that: cor- 
responding words are to be found in Grison’'s 
“Esther” oratorio and Racine’s “Athalle.” 

Vigfusson says: “It is to Grison’s early 
composition that the tune of the “Mar. 
seillaise’ has been ascribed by vartous 
French writers, When Fetls, the director 
of the Conservatoire of Brussels, who had 
written against Rouget's authorship, was 
threatened with a lawsult by a nephew of 
de Lisle, he made a retraction 80 as to avoid 
unpleasantness at his great age, being at 
the time a.man of 80 and living as a for- 
elgner at Paris. His son, Edouard Fetis, 
however, at once took up the matter again. 
He declared that he was {n possession of 
Grison's oratorio, and could prove the case, 
whereupon Amedee de Lisle forthwith with- 
drew from the lawsuit. 

Following this threatenea rawsuit further 
investigation was instituted, and it was dis- 
covered that a German Christmas cantata, 


written after the Grison oratorio, contained, 
in the main, the alr of “La Marseiliaise,”: 
and it was so recognized by the German sol- 
diers when they first heard the French na- 
tional hymn. oy. 

Was Rouget himself sure the music was © 
original with him? The first Strausburg edl- 
tion of “The Marseillaise’—which was then. 
called the “Battle Song of the Rhine Army,” 
does not bear Rouget’s name, as if he was. 
not willing to claim something that did not 
belong to him. It is also pointed out as 
@ case against him, that de Lisle remained 
strangely silent when many French writers 
pointed out that the ‘Marsefflaise” tune 
was attributed to other origins. ~ 

Castil Blase, who had entered seriously 
into the controversy, declared that he had 
received the testimony as to a German ¢&n- 
ticle with a chorus refrain which became 
the basis of “The Marseillaise” tune, as, hav- 
ing been sung in 1782 in the salon of Madame 
de Montesson. This information came from. 
two persons who were present—namely, from 
Deslauriers, editor of the operas of Gluck, 
and from Imbault, the violinist. Why should 
so many French writers contend against 
Rouget’s authorship if they had no founda- 
tion for their contention? . . 4 

During this controversy an effort was 
made to show that the “Marselllaise’- was 
written in 1792 while Grison's oratorio did 
not appear until the following year and. that 
the lattet had stolen the music of the former. 
The oratorio of “Esther” is not dated, but 
it is asserted that the opera was written 
while the composer was musical director of 
the Cathedral of Saint-Omer, which position 
he resigned in 1784. 

One of the first articles written on the 
French national hymn appeared in the 
“Chronique de Paris” in August, 1782, in 
which only the words are credited to de 
Lisle. In the “Petites Affiches” of October, 
1792, Gossec is mentioned as the arranger of 
the musie. , 

The controversy as to the writing of "The 
Marseillaise," Mke the English national an- 
them, ‘God Save the King,” and our own 
music to “The Star Spangled Banner.” has 
never been and probakly never will be set- 
tled.

FARM READERS FOR 
RURAL CHILDREN 


Editor Constitution: Your interest in the 


subject of practical education has suggested 
to me that you might be Interested in look- 
ing over Farm Life Readers. Books 4 and 5, 
and I am sending copies of these books to 
the office of The Constitution’today. You 
will observe from the table of contents that 
each book contains more than 100 pages of 
original articles relating to the home and 
farm, and co-ordinate with each of these, 
articles, selections of Mterature, in poetry 
or prose,.relating to the same subject. 

A great deal has been said and written 
in recent years about the importance of 
teaching children in school about the things 
in which they will be interested when they 
leave school and go out to make their way 
in the world. It has been justly asked, why 
not give the child instruction and informa- 
tion in school about the occupation or busi- 
ness in which he will engage, or what is 
often more to the polnt, In which he is 
already engaged. That is the line of your 
editorial today contrasting Germany’s sys- 
tem of vocational education with ours. 

In these books, which have been adopted 
for use in the schools of Alabama, there 
are leasons. on “How to Phw,” “The Soil,” 
“Selecting Seed Corn,” “Live Btock on the 
Farm,” ‘‘What Chickens to Raise,” “The Home 
Vegetable Garden,” ‘The Care of Milk,” etc. 
There are also lessons on the fly and mos- 
quito, which contain practical and helpful 
instruction on sanitation. Bach of these 
practical lessons is preceded or followed by 
a selection of classical literature, in prose 
or poetry, relating to the same subject. 

The idea of preparing a series of books 
of this character was originally suggested 
to the aUthors by discussions at a round 
table on agriculture and related topics, held 
under the auspices of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, at a conference for 
education in the south at Little Rock, Ark. 
A number of distinguished men, Including 
Gifford Pinchot, Harvie Jordan and others, 
participated in these discussions. As you 
will observe, a distinguished Georgian of 
distinguished family, Lawton B. Evans, of 
Augusta, is one of the authors of these 
readers. 

These books were adopted by the state 
text book commission of Alabama for use in 
the public schools of that state from sam- 
ple made from galley proot before the plates 
were made, and so far Alabama is the only 
state in which these books have been of- 
fered for adoption. 

I am also inclosing letters from O. H. 
Benson, of the United States department of 
agriculture, who has charge of the Boys’ 
and Girls’ Corn club work in the United 
States, under the auspices of the depart- 
ment, and who had earned a nation-wide 
reputation as superintendent of the rural 
schools in the west before he was appointed 
to his present position; also a letter from 
W. K. Tate, of South Carolina, who also has 
a nation-wide reputation for his work in 
rural education in the south; a lette® like- 
wise from Dr. E. T. Fairchild, former state 
superintendent of Kansas, and recently 
president of the National Education asso- 
ciation. Mr. Fairchild has been one of the 
leaders fot years in-advocating more prac 
tical education, especially in the rural 
schools. 

I hope you may be interested in these 
books and that you may be impressed fa- 
; ly with our efforts.

Judge Walker’s Example of 


Landlord and Tenant Relation 


Editor Constitution: In building up our 

system of .tenant farming, there has been 
almost a total disregard for the first prin- 
ciples of a successful tenant farming, name- 
ly; that whatever is to the best interest of 
the landlord is to the best interest of the 
tenant, and whatever is to the best interest 
of the tenant Is to the best interest of the 
landlord; for the lack of proper regard and 
co-operation in this respect both landlord 
and tenant are suffering. But our farm 
lands are suffering still more than either 
the landlord or tenant. 
_ The landlord has proceeded upon the 
basis that an illiterate and unskilled farm 
hand is good enough for agricultural pur- 
poses and that public money spent in trying 
to fmprove such labor is wasted. Hence, 
he has been satisfied to get his rent and 
a certain per cent upon the supplies ad- 
vanced to the tenant. The idea of trying 
to teach and coach the tenant into diversi- 
fying his crops, educating his children and 
taking a genera} interest in building up the 
community has not had much attention. 

On the other hand, the tenant has been 
trying to get all out of the soll’ he could 
without putting anything into it, and doing 
just as little as he possibly could in o¥der 
to get by. aii 

There are few southern landlords who 
are rendering valuable service in demon- 
strating what a permanent system of tenant 
farming should accomplish. The best ex- 
ample of the proper relations which should 
exist between the landlord and his renter 
is exemplified in the case of Judge R. W. 
Walker and his tenant, Reuben Jordan. 
Judge Walker is on the bench of the Ala» 
bama court of appeals. Reuben Jordan has 
-been renting from Judge Walker for gev- 
enteen years and the land has actually been 
improved each year, the farm well diversi- 
fled, the seven head of horses and mules 
used on the farm were raised there, fifteen 
acres of alfalfa are growing, twenty acres 
{n corn and twenty acres in cotton which 
will average more than a bale to the acre; 
and @ good system of rotation is being prac- 
ticed. 

When you study the conditions, you can 
at once see the tacit influence of Judge 
Walker upon that farm. Yet the relations 
are so confidential that you are reminded 
at once of partners in business rather than 
landlord and tenant. Reuben is one of the 
best farmers in Madison county. He won the 
first prize of $100 last year for growing 
the highest number of pounds of seed cot- 
ton on two acres. This year he is in the 
contest for the prizes offered upon twelve ‘ 
acres of cotton. His cotton shows that it 
has had the proper care and attention. 

A few days ago I was on his farm, near 
Huntsville, Ala. and I chanced to meet the 
judge and Mrs, Walker there. In comment- 
ing upon the relation which existed between 
Reuben and the judge, Mrs. Walker, in her 
course of conversation said: “It is more 
than landlord and tenant; it 1s the relation 
between friend and friend, and I always 
think of it in that way.” This statement has 
impressed me very deeply and it has ac- 
tuated the writing of this article. I have 
thought -often of this statement and wish 
its sentiment could be made to permeate the 
whole tenant system of the south. 


The negro furnishes labor ideally adapteg 
to the south, and tn spite of what we may 
say to the contrary, agricultural production 
in the last analysis must turn upon the 
negro farm hand. If the efficiency of the 
negro farm workers can be gradually raised, 
we will be working at the root of the grand- 
est problem now confronting our state and 
country. .

“With such privileges there prob- 
ab’: could be no panic arising from 
th> same causes that produced the last 
two,’ said Wexler. “Under any cir- 
cumstances banks probably could go 
on paying out money for the ordinary 
needs of business. But there can be 
no perfect panacea. A period of wild 
and extravagant living; great specu- 
lation on the part of the classes that 
usually save; the investment of sav- 
ings in wild cat mines—such condi- 
tions will produce a panic, no matter 
how carefully a national banking sys- 
tem may be devised.” 

Senator Reed asked if the banks 
were not responsible fur the suspen- 
sion of payments in the panic of 1907. 

Mr. Wexler replied the banks with- 
drew thelr deposits from New York 
and to that extent contributed to the 
stringency.

New York, September 3.—The cot- 
ton market showed continued activ- 
ity and excitement during today’s 
trading. The influence of yesterday's 
bullish crop report was plainly appar- 
ent, and appeared to be intensified by 


a bullish ‘reading of the weekly 
weather review, which was followed 
by an advance to 13.35 for Decem- 


ber contracts, or fully $6.75 per bale 
from the closing figure of last Fri-! 
day. Reactionary sentiment became 
more pronounced as buying slackened 
after this big advance, and the mar- 
ket Tost 20 or 25 points of its gain 
in the late trading, under heavy realiz- 
ing, southern selling and private re- 
porte of rain in the southwest, The 
closing tone was steady, however, and 
last prices still showed net gains of 
from 22 to 36 points for the day. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vanhee of 7 to 13 points, in response tO 
higher cables and a renewal of yes- 
terday’s buying movement. Offer- 
ings were very heavy from the start, 
and prices sagged off to a net loss 
of 8 or 9 points during the early trad- 
ing. Cotton was readily taken at 
this comparatively slight setback, and 
the market developed renewed 
strength toward midday, on covering) 
by early sellers, re-buying by sold- 
out longs, or fresh buying for trade 
and speculative account. Active 
months sold 44 to 49 points net high- 
er before offerings became heavy 
enough to check the advance, and for 
a time it looked like nothing short 
of a runaway market.
